Max  Lemer,  distinguished  editor, 
author  and  teacher,  will  analyze  the 
complex  international  situation  and 
its  effect  on  the  United  States.  His 
subject  will  be  “A  Fighting  Faith 
for  America.”  As  editor  of  "The 
Nation”  from  1936  to  1938,  Dr. 
Berner  had  an  opportunity  to  ob¬ 
serve  at  first  hand  the  cause  and 
growth  of  fascism  and  its  effects  on 
the  world  today.  In  recent  years  he 
has  gained  wide  repute  as  one  of 
the  clear-headed  political  thinkers 
and  writers,  and  he  is  a  man  whose 
opinions  will  undoubtedly  count 
when  the  war  is  over  and  peace  is 
made. 

Dr.  Lerner  resigned  from  “The 
Nation”  to  become  professor  of 
government  at  Williams  College, 
Williamstown,  Mass.  He  also  is  a 
faculty  member  of  the  Harvard 
University  summer  session.  In  ad¬ 
dition  he  finds  time  to  act  as  con¬ 
tributing  editor  for  “The  New  Re¬ 
public”  and  to  write  articles  for 
leading  newspapers  and  magazines.

Two  boys  from  the  College  might 
be  called  twins  except  for  the  fact 
that  they  happened  to  be  bom  into 
different  families.  Looking  at  them, 
ona  would  never  mistake  them  for 
twins,  for  John  “Speck”  Yeaman  is 
a  slender,  not  too  tall  fellow  with 
red  hair  and  a  few  freckles,  while 
Harold  Heekin  is  a  fairly  tall  young 
man  with  black  hair  and  a  dark 
complexion;  but  when  looking  up 
their  life  histories  one  might  as  well 
be  reading  about  the  same  person.

The  College  has  purchased  a  new 
duplicator,  made  by  Ditto  Incorpor¬ 
ated,  which  will  be  used  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  mimeograph  now  in  use.  It 
is  of  the  hand  operated  type  with 
automatic  feed.  This  new  machine 
is  particularly  useful  since  it  runs 
less  than  one  hundred  copies  very 
economically. 

As  with  the  mimeographing 
machine,  almost  anything  can  be 
reproduced  successfully  on  the 
ditto:  typewriting,  handwriting, 

drawing,  shading,  tables,  graphs,  or 
a  combination  of  any  of  these. 

In  using  a  combination,  the  dupli¬ 
cator  will  use  up  to  six  colors.  The 
process  of  using  typing  with  a  back¬ 
ground  of  drawings  in  color  is  fairly 
simple.  First  the  drawings  are  made 
in  the  desired  colors  with  ditto  ink 
on  slick  paper.  Then  a  copy  of  the 
typing  is  made  by  using  ditto  car¬ 
bon  paper  and  the  carbon  copy  used 
as  the  master  copy.  To  reproduce, 
the  drawing  is  put  on  the  gelatin 
surface  of  the  roll  and  the  drawing 
run  off.  Then  the  master  copy  of  the 
typing  is  put  on  and  the  typing  ap¬ 
pears  on  top  of  the  drawing.  Miss

College  Junior  Dubs  Himself  Born  Collector 


Raphael  Sigrist,  a  junior  from 
Helena,  does  more  than  is  required 
of  him  in  his  classes.  He  takes  a 
course  in  Furniture  and  Industrial 
Design  (Fine  Arts  132),  becomes  in¬ 
terested  in  woods,  and  sets  out  on 
a  project  of  his  own,  with  the  re¬ 
sult  'that  he  has  produced  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  specimens  of  wood  which 
Mr.  Donald  Valk  of  the  Industrial 
Arts  department  has  asked  him  to 
arrange  as  a  permanent  exhibit  for 
the  department.  The  exhibit  is  now 
in  the  biology  department. 

During  the  Christmas  holiday, 
Mr.  Sigrist  spent  a  great  deal  of 
time  in  'the  virgin  timber  on  his 
father's  215-acre  farm  near  Helena 
collecting  specimens  for  the  dis¬ 
play  he  had  in  mind.  With  his 
saw  in  his  hand,  he  y/ent  from  tree 
to  tree  taking  5  Ms -Inch  pieces  of 
limbs  about  three-fourths  of  an  inch 
in  diameter.  He  also  took  square 
patches  of  bark  from  the  trunks  of 
the  trees.  Now  and  then  he  found 
the  fruit  of  the  tree  and  took 


samples  of  it. 

After  gathering  the  samples,  Mr. 
Sigrist  had  to  plan  his  display.  For 
that,  he  took  a  large  match  carton . 
and  removed  one  side  and  loosened ! 
two  other  sides  so  that  they  would  j 
open  like  wings.  He  covered  the ' 


yellow  elm,  cotton-  more,  apple,  maple,  ash,  hickory. 


thorn  locust, 
wood,  honey  locust,  box  elder, 
black  locust,  black  oak,  walnut, 
white  oak,  sycamore,  wild  cherry, 
hackberry,  maple.  The  bark  has 
been  taken  from  well  down  on  the 
trunk  so  that  it  shows  strong  char 


corrugated  board  of  which  it  was 1  acteristics  of  each  variety, 


made  with  white  brlstol  board, 
which  he  could  letter  with  India 
ink,  and  then  began  the  mounting 
of  his  specimens, 

On  the  back  panel. he  arranged 
ills  samples  cut  from  the  limbs,  In 
all  he  has  28  different  varieties  of 
trees  represented,  all  -from  his 
father’s  farm:  black-  locust,  cherry, 
hackberry,  hickory,  ash,  plum, 
Osage  orange,  cedar,  thorn  locust, 
mulberry,  black  oak,  honey  locust, 
apple,  maple,  coittonwood,  peak, 
sycamore,  red-bud,  hawthorn,  wil¬ 
low,  white  oak,  box  elder,  wild 
cherry,  yellow  elm,  walnut,  white 
elm,  water  oak. 

On  the  right  panel  are  samples  of 

bai;Js  from  15  trees;  hickory,  willow, 


With  the  left  panel  to  fill,  Mr. 
Sigrist  decided  to  secure  sections 
of  the  wood  of  certain  of  the  trees. 
Some  of  these  he  made  by  sawing 
out  blocks  from  wood  on  the  farm. 
For  instance,  he  went  'to  his 
father's  supply  of  native  lumber 
and  took  certain  of  his  samples.  He 
sawed  off  a  limb  of  a  red-bud  tree 
to  get  his  block  of  red-bud  wood. 
A  lumber  yard  in  his  home  town 
supplied  a  pine  block,  and  the  In¬ 
dustrial  Arts  shop  furnished  a  few 
pieces.  The  blocks  are  uniform  in 
size  and  Include  besides  the  ones 
named,  Osage  orange — for  which 
the  College  Junior  says  he  visited 
his  father’s  post-pile— cottonwood, 
cedar,  black  oak,  walnut,  elm,  syca- 


Fi'ult  of  the  red-bud,  black  locust, 
honey  locust,  and  sycamore  is  dis¬ 
played  to  the  best  advantage  on 
the  panels.  Big  thorns  of  the 
thorn  locust  add  variety. 

The  young  man  apologizes  for 
the  appearance  of  his  exhibit  in  its 
present  state,  though  observers  com¬ 
ment  upon  its  effectiveness.  His 
plan  is  to  remount  all  of  the  speci¬ 
mens  upon  panels  of  ply-wood  be¬ 
fore  he  presents  the  collection  to 
the  Industrial  Arts  department. 

Mr.  Sigrist  says  he  seems  to  be  a 
born  collector.  Besides  some  other 
collections  of  wood  which  he  has, 
he  also  has  many  coins  and  stamps. 
He  says  that  most  of  his  collecting 
has  grown  out  of  interests  aroused 
in  school  or  college. 

Getting  a  chance  in  the  United 
States  Naval  Reserve  is. the  next 
<thing  Mr.  Sigrist  Is  looking  forward 
to.  He  has  enlisted,  but  thinks  he 
will  be  deferred  until  he  finishes  his 
college  work,

Lectures  Open  to  Public 
Are  Annual  Feature  of 
Winter  Term. 


One  Off-Campus  Speaker

Give  Following  Talks. 


Famous  Heads  Join 
Top  Hatters  Club 

Roosevelt  and  Churchill 
Chosen  Best  Hatted 
Men  of  Year. 


Breaking  its  custom  of  selecting 
12  best  hatted  men  each  year  for 
membership  in  the  Top  Hatters 
Club,  Hat  Style  Council,  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  men’s  hat  industry, 
this  year  appoints  only  two  dis¬ 
tinguished  new  members,  Winston 
Churchill  and  Franklin  D.  Roose¬ 
velt.  The  announcement  was  made 
last  night  during  the  annual  Hat 
Trade  dinner  at  the  Hotel  Com¬ 
modore,  New  York,  N.  Y.  and  the 
money  usually  expended  on  a 
twelve-hat  wardrobe  for  each  elect¬ 
ed  member  has  been  donated  in  the 
name  of  the  American  hat  industry 
to  the  Red  Cross. 

President  Roosevelt  was  chosen 
because  “he  consistently  appears 
well-dressed  and  well-hatted,  thus 
supplementing  his  spiritual  qual¬ 
ities  of  leadership  with  the  dignity 
and  presence  instinctively  associat¬ 
ed  with  tile  Chief  Executive  of  a 
great  nation.” 

Prime  Minister  Churchill  was 
cited  “because  he’s  the  busiest  man 
in  England,  yet  continues  not  only 
to  bo  weil-hatted  but  makes  hats 
his  hobby,  reflecting  his  vigorous 
and  versatile  personality  in  the 
many  different  types  he  wears.” 

“We  are  no  longer  naked  over¬ 
head,”  the  Council  said,  proposing 
•that  all  American  soldiers,  sailors 
and  aviators  should  rank  among  the 
best  hatted,  for  in  the  course  of  a 
year  the  government  supplies  them 
with  more  than  three  times  the 
number  of  hats  they  averaged  as 
civilians,  and  added  that  industrial 
leaders  and  buyers  of  defense  bonds 
are  fast  eliminating  another  kind 
of  nakedness  overhead  —  lack  of 
planes. 

“It  may  or  may  not  be  a  coinci¬ 
dence  that  both  these  great  defend¬ 
ers  of  freedom  are  famous  hat 
wearers,  as  compared  with  their 
two  opponents  for  the  future  con¬ 
trol  of  the  world.  Hitler  and  Mus¬ 
solini,  who  are  usually  seen  hat¬ 
less.  The  dictators  have  glorified 
the  black  shirt  and  the  brown 
shirt,  but  nearly  all  of  their  pic¬ 
tures  show  them  swaggering  along 
without  a  hat.” 

“In  an  era  when  dictators  are 
trying  to  establish  shirts — black, 
brown  and  ‘dirty ^  shirts’  (fifth 
columnists)— as  symbols  of  regi¬ 
mentation,  America  and  her  allies 
still  express  their  Individuality  in 
their  hats  as  emblems  of  democ¬ 
racy,”  the  Council  said,  recalling 
that  from  earliest  antiquity  the  hat 
has  been  the  one  article  of  cloth¬ 
ing  which  man  has  instinctively 
used  to  reveal  his  character  and 
opinions. 


Dr.  Ruth  Lowery  of  the  English 
department  will  open  the  1942  series 
of  February  Lectures  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  February  1,  at  4::00.  The 
lecture,  which  is  open  to  the  public, 
will  be  given  in  the  Horace  Mann 
Auditorium. 

These  lectures,  which  are  scholar¬ 
ly  productions  usually  within  the 
field  of  specialization  of  the  person 
giving  the  lecture,  have  been  given 
each  February  for  a  good  many 
years.  For  the  last  five  years  the 
lectures  have  been  published  as  The 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College  Studies.  These  go  to  most 
of  the  university  and  college  librar¬ 
ies  of  the  United  States  and  to 
many  eminent  scholars. 

Miss  Lowery,  who  long  has  been 
a  devoted  reader  of  the  great  Ger¬ 
man  refugee  writer,  Thomas  Mann, 
[will  use  as  her  subject,  “Thomas 
!  Marm’s  Portrayal  of  the  Artist.” 
I  Those  who  know  Miss  Lowery's 
i  painstaking  care  in  research  and 
1  going  to  the  bottom  of  problems 
'suggested  are  expecting  to  hear  a 
'  fine  lecture.  With  her  skill  in 
handling  the  English  language,  she 
t  should  be  able  to  charm  as  well  as 
•  instruct  her  listeners. 

The  second  lecture  of  the  series 
will  be  delivered  on  February  8,  at 
the  same  time  and  the  same  place, 
by  Dr.  Frank  Horsfall  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture.  He  will 
speak  on  the  “Unity  of  Science.” 

Miss  Olive  S.  DeLuce  of  the  Fine 
Arts  department  will  give  the  lec¬ 
ture  on  February  15.  She  will  use 
as  her  topic  “The  Value  of  the 
Aesthetic  Experience.” 

As  has  been  customary  since  the 
instituting  of  this  series  of  lectures 
one  speaker  from  off-campus  is  in¬ 
cluded.  The  man  chosen  this  year 
is  Dr.  C.  H.  Oldfather,  Professor  of 
History  and  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences,  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Nebraska.  . He  will  use  as  his 
subject  “The  Projected  World- 
Kingdom  of  Alexander  the  Great.” 

Later  numbers  of  the  Northwest 
Missourian  will  carry  additional  in¬ 
formation  upon  these  lectures.

The  first  meeting  of  the  newly 
formed  First  Aid  class  was  held 
Monday  afternoon  at  the  Gymna¬ 
sium.  So  many  students  attended 
the  class  that  it  was  necessary  to 
divide  it  into  two  groups.  Mr.  Davis 
and  Miss  Williams  are  the  instruc¬ 
tors. 

One  class  will  meet  three  days  a 
week,  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Thursday.  It  is  possible  that  Mr. 
Davis’  class  may  meet  four  times  a 
week  in  order  that  the  required 
twenty  hours  can  be  gained  more 
quickly. 

The  course  is  divided  into  five 
major  divisions,  "practical  prob¬ 
lems,’’  “pressure  points",  “artificial 
respiration,”  “written  quiz”,  and 
“daily  class  work.”  The  class  will  use 
the  Revised  Edition  of  1937  First 
Aid  Book  put  out  by  the  Red  Cross. 
There  will  be  twenty  meetings. 

To  pass  the  course  students  are 
expected  to  attend  every  lecture. 
They  must  have  an  average  grade  of 
75.  Girls  are  requested  to  wear 
shorts  or  slacks  to  class. 


Dean  Jones  Addresses 
Intermediate  Teachers 

The  Teachers’  Club  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Intermediate  Educa¬ 
tion  of  the  Horace  Mann  School 
heard  a  talk  by  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones  at 
its  regular  meeting  Tuesday  aftor- 
noon. 

Dean  Jones  discussed  life,  health, 
and  accident  insurance  and  the  im¬ 
portance  of  every  teacher’s  having 
a  hobby,  preferably  one  far  re¬ 
moved  from  professional  relation¬ 
ship.  He  treated  the  subject  of 
Pupil  evaluation,  not  from  the 
traditional  standpoint  of  measuring 
knowledge  and  skills  but  from  one 
having  as  its  standard  changes  In 
the  pupils’  attitude,  behavior,  and 
appreciations. 

Dr-  Jones  pointed  out  that  a 
pupil  usually  makes  behavior  al¬ 
teration  in  response  to  one  of  four 
recognized  stimuli,  attitudes  found 
in  his  environment,  conditions  af¬ 
fecting  his  own  welfare,  regard  or 
affeotlon  for  a  person  whose  be¬ 
havior  pattern  differs  from  his 
own,  and  emotional  reaction.

BOOKS  FOR  SAILORS  AND  SOLDIERS 


Just  before  switching  out  your-lamp  at  night, 
after  reading  “Berlin  Diary”  or  “Inside  Latin 
America”  or  “The  Keys  to  the  Kingdom,”  does  it 
ever  occur  to  you  that  the  men  who  are  protecting 
your  right  to  read,  the  author’s  right  of  free  ex¬ 
pression,  even  the  the  very  existence  of  literature, 
may  not  themselves  have  access  to  those  books? 

Twenty-one  dollar’s  a  month  won’t,  go  very 
far  toward  buying  new, books  or  old  favorites,  and 
camp  libraries  are  at  present  woefully  inadequate. 
To  improve  this  deplorable  condition,  Americans 
are  being  asked  to  give  books  to  the  Victory  Book 
campaign,  sponsored  by  the  American  Library  As¬ 
sociation,  the  American  Red  Cross,  and  the  United 
Service  Organizations,  for  the  benefit  of  our  arm¬ 
ed  forces. 

The  boys  also  need  up-to-date  technical  ma¬ 
terial  to  help  them  with  their  military  problems, 
books  that  will  keep  them  abreast  of  current  af¬ 
fairs,  and  plenty  of  good  fiction. 

C.  E.  Wells,  librarian,  as  sub-chairman  of  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  organize  Nodaway,  Atchison,  Worth, 
Holt,  and  Andrew  counties  for  the  Victory  Book 
Campaign,,  asks  that  students  and  faculty  bring 
him  donations,  which  he  will  send  to  the  men  iii 
training  and  aboard  ship.  He  already  has  re¬ 
ceived  some  hooks,  he  said,  since  the  campaign 
ivns  anno  uncoil  a  week  ago,  but  many  more  are 
needed.

College  Laboratory 

Devises  Color  Test 

GENEVA,  N.  Y. — (ACP) — A  new 
test  designed  to  evaluate  precisely 
an  Individual’s  ability  to'  detect  fine 
gradations  in  color,  and  to  detect 
almost  instantly  any  form  of  color 
blindness,  Is  undergoing  final  revi¬ 
sion  in  the  psychology  laboratories 
of  Hobart  and  WlUilarn  Smith  col¬ 
leges.  ,  . . 

The  test  cohslslt  of  a,  series  of  40 
tinted  metal  chips  mounted  on  a 
gray  background,  and  40  duplicate 
chips  that  the  subject  must  match 
one  by  one,  to  the  mounted  ones. 
No  two  chips  in  the  standard  set 
are  alike,  but  the  differences  among 
them  are  so  small  that  accurate 
matches  require  la  high  degree  of 
skill. 

No  one,  including  experts  from  the 
bureau  of  standards,  has  yet  at¬ 
tained  a  perfect  score.  The  discrim¬ 
inations,  however,  are  of  the  same 
difficulty  as  those  required  In  many 
industries  Such  as  textile  dying,  pa¬ 
per  making  and  paint  and  ink  pro¬ 
duction. 

A  shorter  form  of  the  test,  using 
only  15  pairs  of  chips,  are  easy  for 
normal  persons  to  riiatch,  will  detect 
color  blindness  in  two  .or  tPree  min¬ 
utes.  This  test  has  proved  of  parti¬ 
cular  interest  to  the  army,  navy  and 
air  corps.

How  well  do  ydu  know  iitid  live 
by  the  Rliles  of  Health?  Every  ac¬ 
tivity  has  rliles  which  govern  it. 
Rules  bring  td  players  a  ddrrirridn 
understanding  of  the  object  of  the 
game  and  the  way  in  which  It  Is 
td  be  pldyed.

Dr.  Anthony 
frequently  says,  “As  a  result  of  the 
physical  examinations  niany  minor 
defects  and  soipe  major  ohes  are 
fouhd  which  should  be  corrected. 
It  is  important  that  all  students 
have  a  physical  examination  before 
beginning  the  college  work.  It  Is 
our  aim  to  have  healthy  students 
and  keep  them  healthy." 

HEALTH  RULES 

1.  Help  yourself  to  health.  Form 
habits  that  will  fight  for  you  and 
not  against  you. 

2.  Health  must  be  earned.  Do  not 
expect  to  have  good  health  without 
effort. 

3.  Adopt  the  policy:  an  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure. 

4.  Eat  for  strength.  Make  food 
your  servant  and  not  your  master. 

5.  Breathe  deeply,  for  air  Is  life’s 
first  requisite  and  nature’s  best 
tonic. 

6.  Exercise  for  health;  not  for 
strength.  Exercise  sends  clean  blood 
to  the  brain. 

7.  Seek  sunshine — for  sririshlne 
and  disease  are  always  enemies. 

8.  Water-use  plenty  daily  — 
warm  for  'Cleanliness  —  cold  for 
tonic. 

9.  Keep  clear  conscience,  for  true 
rest  is  mental  as  well  as  physical. 

10.  Work  planfully.  Read  much 
and  play  often.  Play  keeps  old  age 
at  bay.

Harvard  wasn't  so  much  different 
a  century  ago,  to  judge  from  the 
diary  of  Jacob  Rrctt  Miott  of  the 
class  of  1832,  who  “slept  over  pray¬ 
ers,  disliked  the  food,  and  rejoiced 
unduly  when  his  professors  "missed” 
lectures. 

The  diary  was  written  when  Mott 
was  a  19-year-old  Junior  in  the  col¬ 
lege  in  1831.  Chief  change  between 
1830  and  1940  seems  to  have  been 
the  tempo  at  which  college  life  was 
lived.  Mott  walked  when  he  took  a 
trip  to  Boston,  or  else  drove  Ills  velo¬ 
cipede.  The  only  excitement  which 
he  seems  to  have  had  during  his 
junior  year  was  when  he  raced  his 
machine  with  the  stage  coach  which 
ran  between  Cambridge  and  Boston. 

Mott  admits  that  his  accustomed 
time  of  “retiring  to  court  the  favors 
of  Morpheus”  was  12  or  1  o’clock, 
and  that  he  found  It  “the  niost 
difficult  thing  ln  the  world  to  rise 
at  a  proper  hour  in  the  morning.” 

"I  this  morning  slept  over  both 
prayers  and  breakfast”,  he  records 
on  one  morning.  “One  advantage 
attended  the  omission  of  the  latter, 
namely  an  appetite  at  dinner  suf¬ 
ficient  to  relish  Commons  beef." 

On  a  few  evenings,  he  boasts  of 
"perpetrating  his  lesson  in  electri¬ 
city”  but  to  balance  these  conscien¬ 
tious  evenings,  he  tells  of  several 
occasions  when  he  got  through  Latin 
class  only  by  a  "squirt,”  which  was 
nineteenth  century  jargon  for  a 
good  guess  In  an  unprepared  reci- 
!  tation.

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EVANSTON.  ILL.— (ACPI— High 
school  juniors  with  exceptional 
records  will  be  permitted  to  enter 
Northwestern  university  next  fall 
under  a  new  plan  designed  to  en¬ 
able  them  to  progress  according  to 
their  abilities  and  to  complete  col¬ 
lege  before  they  are  21. 

Although  present  arrangements 
call  for  inauguration  of  the  plan  in 
the  school  of  speech,  where  it  was 
originated  by  Dean  Ralph  B.  Den 
nis,  it  is  likely  that  other  schools  in 
the  university  will  adopt  it  later. 

“Students  who  are  intellectually 
capable  of  undertaking  advanced 
work  should  not  be  retarded  by  the 
demands  of  the  average,"  said  Dean 
Dennis.  “Many  students  at  16  are 
better  equipped  to  undertake  a  col¬ 
lege  course  than  others  of  17  to  18 
who  have  had  more  high  school 
training;  and  these  superior  stu¬ 
dents  are  handicapped  by  the  pres¬ 
ent  custom  which  establishes  re¬ 
quirements  Intended  for  the  aver¬ 
age.”

Scott’s  four  points  pushed  the 
Washburn  team  into  a  28  to  24 
lead,  the  only  time  they  had  a  lead 
in  the  entire  final  period.  Then 
Eddie  Johnson  dribbled  in  to  score 
for  the  Bearcats  and  bring  the 
count  to  28  to  26. 

With  twenty  seconds  remaining 
in  the  ball  game,  John  Rudolph, 
Bearcat  freshman  center,  was  foul¬ 
ed  while  shooting  by  Don  Dough- 
lery,  Washburn  forward.  He  drop¬ 
ped  in  the  first  toss,  but  his  mates 
elected  to  take  the  ball  out  of 
bounds  instead  of  letting  him.,  .try 
the  second  free  throw,  thus  eject¬ 
ing  to  take  a  chance  on  the  basket 
which  would  have  won  the  game. 

In  the  final  seconds,  however, 
they  failed  to  get  a  shot  at  that 
basket.  In  the  melee,  Rudolph  was 
again  fouled,  this  time  by  Scott, 
but  he  missed  his  free  one. 

The  game  was  a  thriller  all  the 
way.  Neither  team  was,  at  any 
time,  able  to  hold  a  lead  of  more 
than  four  points,  and  the  score  was 
tied  eight  times.  Dougherty,  whose 
one  handed  flips  kept  Washburn  In 
the  game,  took  high  scoring  hon¬ 
ors.  » 

Some  of  the  blame  for  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  game  might  be  attri¬ 
buted  to  the  fact  that  Bearcat 
basket  eyes  were  not  functioning 
any  too  well.  The  smooth  passing 
Bearcats  worked  the  ball  in  under 
the  hoop  consistently,  but  their 
shots  rolled  off  the  rim. 

Gene  Yeoman  and  Gene  Lane, 
star  forward  and  center  of  the 
Ichabods,  made  too  many  fouls  and 
were  ejected  from  the  ball  game, 
as  was  also  Paul  Wilson  for  the 
Bearcats,  for  the  same  reason.  Re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  fouls  resulting  in 
Scott’s  quartet  of  free  tosses  were 
Frank  Myers  and  Eddie  Johnson, 
who  committed  the  infractions 
under  the  basket.
